HAS REJECTED: 


Democratic City Chair- 
man Favors ‘7-7-1’ 
Election Principle — 
Freeholders May Re- 
open Matter. 


Democratic City Chairman 
John J. Dwyer went on record 
today in favor of the so-called 
7-7-1 plan of electing the Board 


of Aldermen, in preference to | 
the 14-4-1 plan tentatively ap-— 


proved by the Charter Board of 
Freeholders in December. 

Dwyer, who is City Treas- 
urer, said he had given much 
thought to the defeated pro- 
posal; under which seven alder- 
men would be elected by dis- 
tric and seven aldermen and 
the board president elected at 
large. He said he had decided 
this plan would produce “a 
mighty fine Board of Alder- 
men.” 

His approval, he added, would 
be contingent on the 15 mem- 
bers functioning on a full-time 
basis with adequate salaries of 
perhaps $10,000 a year. 

The 7-7-1 plan was rejected 
by the freeholders Dec. 15 by 
an 8-to-5 vote, after a warm 
controversy in which opponents 
contended that minority groups 
would be inadequately repre- 
sented. Proponents argued that 
the 14-4-1 plan, with only four 
aldermen and the - president 
chosen at large, would defeat 
the at-large principle. 

_It was learned that some free 
holders have been reconsidering 
their vote against the 7-7-1 


support of Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker, and are planning to re- 
open the matter at an early 
meeting. 

Argument ‘Not Valid.’ 

Dwyer said he disagrees with | 
the argument that minorities | 
would suffer under the 7-7-1 
arrangement. 

“I just don’t believe this 
argument is valid,” he said. 

From a political ‘standpoint 
Dwyer said he saw no reason 
why Democrats would oppose 
the 7-7-1 plan. He said that in 
his opinion both this«and the 
14-4-1 proposal were com- 
promises. 

The freeholder discussions of 
a board of either 15 or 19 
members was based on dissat- 
isfaction with operations of the 
present 29-member board, on 
which all but the board presi- 
dent are elected by ward. 

Freeholders who voted for 
the 7-7-1 proposal at the De- 
cember meeting were Chairman 
George L. Stemmler, Frederick 
E. Busse, Dr. Ralph Kinsella, 
Melvin H. Krah and Mrs. Con- 
rad Sommer. The eight oppos- 
ing it were C. B. Broussard, 
John F. X. Callanan, Major B. 
Einstein, David M. Grant, John 
J. Nally, Henry B. Pflager, Wil- 
liam A. Webb and Frank L. G. 
Weiss. 

Meanwhile, the board’s final 
draft committee yesterday ap- 
proved tentatively a proposal 
calling for automatic submission 
to voters every 12 years of the 
question of whether the charter 
should be replaced or revised. 

The proposal will be pre- 
sented to the full board at its 
meeting next Wednesday. 

On Separate Ballot. 

Under the ‘suggested clause 
the replacement or revision 
would be on a separate ballot at 
the April 1969 municipal elec- 
tion and every 12 years there- 
after. 

If a simple majority of voters 
should approve creation of a 
freeholder board to overhaul 
the charter, the Board of Alder- 
men would be required to order 
a freeholder election on the 
second Tuesday of the follow- 
ing October. 

Also approved tentatively by 
the committee were clauses on 
amendments, revision or rewrit- 
ing based on state constitutional 
provisions. 

Under these _ provisions, 
amendments can be proposed by 
the aldermen or by initiative, 
with a three-fifths majority of 
voters required for approval. A 
proposal for a freeholder board 
for revision or rewriting also 
can be submitted by aldermanic 
or initiative action. In this 
case a simple majority of voters 
is required for approval. 

The final draft committee al- 
so voted to submit a proposed 
preamble to the full board. The 
city’s present charter has no 
preamble. The conimittee pro- 
posal reads as follows: 

“We the people of the City 
of St. Louis, trusting in God 
and grateful for His goodness 
and for the freedoms we enjoy 
and desirous of establishing 
improved self-government in 
which all qualified citizens 
may participate equally, do 
hereby ratify and adopt this 
Charter for the better govern- 
ment of the City.”

Babbitt said an Air Force 
switch-around cost him $200,000 
and he is going to shut down 
his San Pedro (Calif.) plant 
with its $395,000 worth of 
equipment. 

He said his firm is the only 
experienced production source 
for rocket launchers but the 
Navy and Air Force have award- 
ed their contracts to other com- 
panies which have failed. to 
produce. 

Babbitt told the subcommit- 
he paid out $200,000 to keep 
his company going after an Air 
Force officer told him last Nov. 
21 there was a need for launch- 
ers. But, he added, he got no 
eontract. , 

Babbitt’s testimony included 
a charge that the Air Force 
paid North American Aviation 
Inc. $450 each for 800 adapters 
to fit rocket launchers under 
planes. He said he could build 
an adapter kit of more limited 
use, for about $4.69. He indi- 
cated that both types are 
dropped off the plane after the 
rockets are fired. 

Holifield praised Babbitt as 
a developer of inexpensive 
rocket launchers. when the Ko- 
rean war made some materials 
difficult to obtain. 

Holifield said his subcommit- 
tee plans to look into other 
cases in addition to Babbitt’s.

ESTORIL, Portugal, Feb. 9 
(UP)}—Adm. Nicholas Horthy, 
regent of Hungary for 24 years, 


died in exile here today of a 
heart attack at the age of 89. 
Horthy was modern Hun- 
gary’s first ruler. He was vir- 
tual dictator in the period be- 
tween the two world wars, be- 
4 his forced abdication in 


He lived to see first the Nazis 
and then the Communists over- 
run his Balkan homeland. He 
died in a modest $50-a-month 
home on a back street of this 
fashionable Portuguese resort 
town. 

His. wife Magda and son 
Nicholas were at his bedside 
when he died. The heart. attack 
followed. an attack of asthma 
10 days ago. 

Horthy spent his last days 
listening to reports of the So- 
viet intervention that crushed 
the Hungarian revolt. 

He had to listen in silence. 
The Russians as well as the So- 
viet-backed Stalinist Commu- 
nists in Hungary blamed “Hor- 
thy Fascists” for sparking the 
Hungarian revolt of last Octo- 
ber. Any words from Horthy 
himself would have added fuel 
to the Communist claim. 


Had Naval Career. 


Born June 18, 1868, of noble 
family, Horthy as a youth em- 
barked on a brilliant naval 
career. After distinguishing 
himself as captain of several 
warships, he was made com- 
mander -of the Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire's fleet in 1918. 

His political. career began 
shortly thereafter, following 
collapse of the empire. 

After an army revolt, he was 
invited to aid in the formation 
of a national government in 
Budapest. He was named min- 
ister of war and on March 1, 
1920, was elected regent.

His daughter died. He lost 
his aviator son, Stephen, and 
his son-in-law in mysterious air 
crashes within a week. 
Hungary was in a difficult 
_geographical position. Its ini- 
tial World War II policy of 
non-belligerency was thwarted 
by increasing financial pressure 
and threat of occupation from 
Berlin. 

Finally, Hungary entered the 
war, joining Nazi troops on the 
Russian front. 

Arrest by Gestapo. 

In the autumn. of 1944, Hun- 
gary sought.an armistice. Hor- 
thy called on Hungarian troops 
to oust the Nazis from Hungari- 
an soil, He was quickly taken 
into custody and spirited to 
Germany by the Gestapo. 

In October 1944 the Russians 
invaded Hungary. 

In the spring of 1945, the 
United States Seventh Army 
took Horthy into protective cus- 
tody when it invaded Bavaria. 
He was later given full liberty 
and lived near Munich, Ger- 
many, until 1948.

Later he went to Portugal 
| and joined the colony of exiled 
royalty and other prominent 
figures.

HEIDELBERG, Germany, 
Feb. 9 (AP)—Prof, Walter Wil- 
helm. Bothe, co-winner of the 
Nobel prize for physics in 1954, 
died here today after a long 
illness, He was 66 years old. 

Prof. Bothe has been credited 
with the discovery of the neu- 
tron, a particle closely associ- 
ated with modern. nuclear sci- 
ence. He shared the Nobel 
prize with Prof. Max Born, also 
a German nuclear vhysicist.

for last year. 

Parity Defined. 

Parity is a standard for meas- 
uring farm prices declared by 
law to give farmers a fair re- 
turn in relation to prices they 
must pay. 

The support rate for milk was 
designed to reflect 85 per cent 
of parity, compared with 84 per 
cent last year; and 80 per cent 
for butterfat, compared with 81 
per cent last year. Because of 
increases in the parity prices 
since a year ago, the same dol- 
lar-and-cent rates reflect a 
slightly .lower percentage of 
parity now. 


A decision on the supports 
was reached after a long on- 
ference of top officials in Ben- 
son’s office yesterday. Some 
differences apparently devel- 
oped at the session over the 
support rates.

80:Arrests in 36 Hours 
i++? Charges Range 
From Terrorism to 
Escape From Prison.: 


BUDAPEST, Feb. 9 (AP)~ 


Arrests of “counter-revolution- 
aries” still are being made in 
a wide sweep across Hungary, 
the Communist-controlled press 
said today. More than 80 such 


arrests have been ‘reported in 
36 hours. : 


Those arrested have been 
charged with offenses ranging 


from terrorism to escaping 
from prison. 


Newspapers said Capt. Ferenc 
Halasz, a member of the rebel 
city government at Gyor in 
northwestern Hungary in the 
October anti-Russian revolt, 
was arrested there. He was 
charged with committing terror- 
istic acts. Viger 

Two men were arrested at 
Miskole in northeastern Hun- 
gary. They wére accused of 
distributing leaflets slandering 
the Red regime. 

Communist police destroyed 
a crude memorial to the Oc- 
tober freedom fighters at 
Keszthely on Lake Balaton. It 
was set up where a Soviet mon- 
ument had been torn down. 

Authorities daily report the 
seizure of hidden weapons and 
ammunition, including machine 
guns, tommy guns and rifles, 
but few arrests have been re- 
ported in connection ‘with these 
seizures. 

In the continuing discussion 
of the causes of the revolt, the 
Communists charged that both 
Protestant and Catholic leaders 
aided the rebels. The country 
is about 70 per cent Catholie 
and 20 per cent Protestant. 

Nepakarat, trade union paper, 
said that Dr. Laszlo Pap, dean 
of the Calvinist Theological 
Seminary in Budapest, played 
a leading role in supporting the 
rebellion. It added that Dr. 
Pap “is still carrying on his 
concealed counter-revolutionary 
propaganda at the seminary.” 

The seminary said he had re- 
signed about 10 days ago. , 
| The attack continued on Car- 
dinal Josef Mindszenty, Romafti 
Catholic primate of Hungary, 
'in connection with the rebel- 
lion. Minister of State Gyorgy 
Marosan said the Cardinal had 
promised over the radio that 
capitalism would be restored if 
the revolt succeeded. The Car- 
dinal is a refugee in the United 
States legation. 

The Budapest radio said 3000 
children had been caught try~ 
ing to flee to the West since 
the revolt.

The airline said it had been 
denied its “statutory right to a 
full and fair hearing of its ap- 
plication.” The brief asserted 
Eastern had filed applications 
which proposed “substantially 
. identical services” to those pro- 
posed by five other carriers 
seeking permission to compete 
with Eastern. 

The five are Trans-World Air- 
lines, Braniff Airways, National 
Airlines, Delta Air Lines and 
the Trans-American Aijrlines 
group. Eastern now is the only 
authorized carrier on the route. 

In its brief, Eastern said the 
alleged denial of its legal rights 
stemmed from the fact that its 
applications to provide the same 
service proposed by the other 
lines had been “excluded from 
the proceeding.” 

Discussing whether new serv- 
ice is needed between St. Louis 
and the Southeast, Eastern said 
“economic realism forces the 
conclusion” that it is not. There 
are less than 100 passengers a 
day in each direction, it was
